“Instead of soil to sleep after 
finishing their duty, drivers and 
conductors of motor-buses spend 
their time in gambling and are in- 
capable of controlling the vehicles 
they operate the following morn- 
ing. 

There is a case shortly coming 
before the Court, arising from an 
accident which occurred. when the 
driver of a motor-bus was prac- 
tically asleep.”
